fish in question is the “Tullibee” 
and it resembles whitefish in many 
ways, 50 much so that persons have 
been bouying it on the assumption 
that. they were obtaining genuine |————— 
whitefish. Pedlars have illegally 
branded the tullibee with various 
names such as “Tee White” and “Tul- 
libee White,” which has also acted 
as a further means of misleading the 
public,

Aid H.B. Navigation 


Discover Fine, Deepwater Channel At 
Entrance Of Hudson Strait 


What the marine department de- 
scribes as:a “fine, deepwater chan- 
nel” at the western entrance of Hud- 
hydrograpphic branch and possesses 
many advantages. The new channel 

,runs between Digges Island and Cape 

Wolstenholme, which is the sharp 
point where Hudson Strait ends and 
Hudson Bay begins. 

The distance is 22 miles, and the 
depth of the channel is 600 feet. The 
report says it is ice-free in the late 
fall for some 10 days after the usual 
ship’s route north of Digges Island 
is filled with icé, 

The newly charted channel pos- 
sesses a “bleak grandeur,” the re- 
port says, continuing: 

“At the eastern entrance of the 
sound on the mainland side, stands 
Cape Wolstenholme, a great rock 
promontory, whose perpendicular 
walls rise 1,000 feet from the water's 
edge. From this great headland, the 
sound is walled for several miles by 
stupendous cliffs. Hudson Strait 
possesses & wealth of magnificent 
cliffs; but nowhere do they rival in 
rugged grandeur the cliffs of Wol- 
stenholme, Greatly weathered by 
the action of the elements, these 
sheer rock walls have assumed the 
shape and sombre grey of old cathe- 
dral ruins.” 


Hard On Astronomers 


Eclipse Of Sun Will Last Longest In 
Middle Of Pacific Ocean 

The longest total eclipse of the sun | 
since 1804, lasting seven minutes and 
four seconds, is the chief event on 
the astronomer’s calendar for the 
new year. This will happen on June 
8. Unfortunately, there is no land | 
at the place where it lasts longest, in 
the middle of the Pacific Ocean. Use- 
ful observations can be made from| 
shipboard, but the slight unsteadiness | 
of a ship, even on a calm sea, will 
prevent many researches for which 
this long eclipse would be ideally, 
adapted, 

The shadow. will first touch earth 
in the Pacific Ocean in the vicinity 
of the New Hebrides, where the sun 
will rise eclipsed. Then it crosses the 
ocean and leaves the earth in Peru, | 
where the sun sets while still hidden. 
At both the beginning and end of 
the track, the duration will not be as 
much as at the centre, and the sun 
will be very low in the sky, which 
will hamper observations. Detroit 
Saturday Night.

Commercial air transport has 
proved of immense value to Canadian 
mining. Aircraft are first used in 
preliminary surveys of new.territory. 
Then they bring in prospectors and 
equipment before, or directly after, 
the spring “break up” so that opera- 
tions can start without loss of time 
that would be inevitable in long 
journeys by canoe. After this air- 
planes bring drills and other gear for 
preliminary work, and carry men, 
supplies, and machinery in sections 
for subsequent development opera- 
tions. Big cargo-planes are employed 
to carry out “concentrate” or bullion 
when a mine is in production, and 
aircraft are relied upon to service 
established mines, flying regularly to 
and from the nearest centre of sup- 
ply. 

Aerial survey work is another big 
field for civil airplanes in Canada. 
Air surveys are made for suggested 
transmission lines, for new roads in 
virgin country, for harbour works, 
and for town planning schemes. A 
‘vital part is also played by aircraft 
in connection with the Canadian fish- 
eries, Planes are used in the stock- 
ing of lakes and marketing of fish. 
For the last ten years the salmon 
fisheries off the-coast of British Col- 
umbia have been patrolled by air 
from June to October. In Canadian 
forestry engineers rely on air patrols 
for fire detection: and suppression. 
Survey flights are made to check tim- 
ber-limits; and by air photography, 
In a single flight, an engineer can 
obtain .a complete record of cutting 
operations. 


Taught Royalty To Swim 


King George VI. And Edward Pupils 
Of Former British Seaman 


Credit for the swimming capability 
of England's new King, George VI., 
is claimed by Fred A. Plater, a dis- 
abled former British seaman and 
Warren, Ohio, resident. 

Plater, an expert swimmer, re- 
called his first meeting with the King 
and his older brother, then Prince of 
Wales, at a British naval swimming 
tank at Devonport Barracks in 1910. 

“It was there that Edward and Al- 
bert came to swim,” he related. 
“They were just kids, but a scrappy 
pair. They were friendly and jovial, 
too.” 

The two young Princes marvelled 
at Plater’s swimming speed and ask- 
They were 
apt pupils, he said.. 

“Edward used to look on and tease 
hfs younger brother while I gave him 
lessons,” Plater said. “He called him 
‘Bertie’.” 

A bursting shell in the battle of 
Jutland ended Plater’s six years of 
active service in the British navy. 

It was in this same battle, he said, 
that 20-year-old Midshipman Albert, 
now King George, serving aboard 
H.M.S. Collingwood, won citation for 
coolness and valor under fire, 

Plater was struck by an exploding 
shell in the battle and still carries! 
bits of shrapnel in his head. One leg| 
is permanently crippled. |

Some people have raised the ques- 
tion that hawks were put here to eat 
the weak and delicate species of bird 
life to keep down disease. In answer 
to this I wish to that several 
writers report how k ger 
pigeons were, They say: ‘ nger 
Pigeons were so ck that they rep- 
resented 95 per cent. of the entire 
bird population.” I have never Been 
® passenger pigeon, but men who 


have seen erg pigeons in such 
great numbers, ce nly don’t contra- 


dict this statement. Then such being 
the case, if hawks and owls were put 
here to keep the delicate ones down, 
their numbers should have been re- 
duced 95 per cent. at the time pas- 
Senger pigeons were exterminated, or 
in the same proportion that 
Senger pigeons represented the bird 
population of the continent. 

Writers are continually referring 
to examinations of hawks’ stomachs 
made in a foreign country, a thou- 
sand or more miles away, perhaps 
when conditions are different. I know 
of some such examinations that were 
made from hawks collected from 
taxidermists, but the weakness to me 
of such examinations is: In most 
cases these hawks are secured by 
taxidermists from hunters who, while 
perhaps hunting rabbits in winter, 
shot a hawk, and sent it to the taxi- 
dermist to be mounted, Hunters are 
not sending hawks to taxidermists to 
be mounted during hot summer 
months because the specimens would 
spoil en route. Thus if the truth 
were known the specimens the taxi- 
dermists get are the ones killed dur- 
ing cold winter months, when 7 
haps the snow is two feet deep. us 
what are the circumstances: At this 
season of the year your song, insec- 
tivorous and other bird life is al 
down in Florida, 

America, and these 

naturally contain rats, mice, squirrel, 
rabbits, partridge, quail and so forth. 
Why, because other bird life have all 
migrated out of the country, but if 
these same hawks’ stomachs were 
examined in late May or June they 
would tell a different story. 

Don’t misundrstand me and think 
we want to kill, kill, kill, but we be- 
Neve man should control, instead of 
the hawks. That is to say, if hawks 
attack our mourning doves, which are 
valuable 365 days in the year as weed 
seed destroyer, or our barn yard fowl 
we are raising for market, we be- 
lieve in a man stepping in and killing 
the said hawks. And those are the 
only hawks we are attacking, namely 
the ones that attack us. As has 
been said before, men are not going 
out on hawk hunting expeditions in 
Ontario, and the hawks that are being 
killed are the ones attacking one’s 
personal property, so why so much 
yelling by you city peowe* Those 
living in the country 365 days in the 
year and who can see with their own 
eyes, are not writing to protect the 
hawks. But those going into a rage 
over killing a hawk are the ones liv- 
ing in the cities and and will 
even quote what so and so said 50 
years ago in his book written in a 
foreign country several thousand 
miles away. 

Even your so-called “good” hawks 
at times will steal chickens, and I 
don't believe in having laws to pro- 
tect this ‘‘good” hawk, and at the 
same time imprison a man for com- 
mitting the same act, namely steal- 
ing chickens. 

Here at our bird sanctuary we are 
raising between 1,000 and 2,000 
mourning doves annually, which live 
practically all on weed seeds. Besides 
several hundred Bob-White Quail go 
out from here each year, saying noth- 
ing about the hundreds of other song 
and insectivorous birds that are an 
over-flow from our protected area 
brought about by us protecting them 
from theif natural enemies. What is 
the overflow of bird life to this coun- 
try through the fact you have lived? 
Instead of you spending your time 
condemning our actions here at the

put your own scientific thought and

National Research In Canada 
Results Aimed At Improvement Of 

Living Conditions In Dominion 

Serving the people of Canada in 
the study and solution of national 
problems involved in the application 
of science to industry, and witha 
view always to the betterment of liv- 
ing conditions in the Dominion, the 
National Research Council has made 


notable progress in many directions 
during 1936. Commercial applica- 


tions of the laboratory results ob- 
tained from time to time continue 
to demonstrate-the practical value 
of the work and show that the funds 
being spent on research on a national 
basis yield profitable returns. 

In the National Research Labora- 
tories at Ottawa the. investigations 
under way have for their main object 
the promotion of the process of ab- 
sorption whereby industry and com- 
merce may be improved and expand- 
ed through the adoption of the latest 
The laboratories, 
employing about 190 persons, includ- 
ing scientific, clerical and shop staffs, 
are organized in five main divisions: 
agriculture and biology; chemistry; 
physics and electrical engineering; 
mechanical . engineering including 
aeronautics; and research informa- 
tion, with which is associated a na- 
tional scientific library service. 

Through its associate committees 
the Council has continued as in pre- 
vious years to receive the advice and 
active support of some hundreds of 
research workers and technologists 
in government departments, the uni- 
versities, and industries. Scholar- 
ships are granted annually by the 
National Research Council and in 
1936 thirty students, selected from 
thirteen Canadian universities, bene- 
fited under this scheme.

Now, at the first of the year, is 
the time when every business ex. 


ensuing year’s activities; and the 
far-sighted are outlining their plans, 
hot only for the year, but also for 
years to come. They are drawing 
the blue prints before beginning to 
dig out the basement. 

It is not possible to secure the 
greatest profit from any line of 
business without careful planning 
in advance—-and farming is no ex- 
ception, 

Farming is a big enough gamble 
at the best; but fortunately a great 
deal of the uncertainty may be elimi- 
nated through intelligent manage- 
ment. How is it that one man may 
be practically down and out, while 
the man on an adjoining\farm, al- 
though he started under almost 
identical circumstances, is making 
a comfortable living? The differ- 
ence cannot all be attributed to “the 
breaks”—most of it is usually due 
to the one man’s system of farming. 

Getting the Greatest Margin 

How ¢an a farmer secure the 
greatest margin of profit while 
striving to control weeds and main- 
tain soil fibre and fertiJity? The 
only answer is: Through the use of 
a suitable rotation. 

But just what is a suitable rota- 
lion? After weeks of frantic search- 
ing through dictionaries and ency- 
clopaeded, the quest will have to be 
abandoned as fruitless—no satisfac- 
tory definition for the term is list- 
ed. However, in spite of this woe- 
ful slight, a suitable rotation is a 
most important consideration. It 
must supply sufficient feed for 
stock, suit local soil and climatic 
conditions, control weeds, curtail 
fencing, place the crops in advan- 
tageous sequence, fit in with avail- 
able markets, give a place to crops 
which can be directly and quickly 
marketed, and -uniformly distribute 
horse and man labour throughout 
the season. 

Profitable Rotation 

This is a big order. However, after 
years of experimental and practical 
tests the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, has outlined a 
number of profitable rotations, and 
with suitable modifications to fit 
them to unusual conditions, this list 
includes rotations suitable for almost 
every farm in Alberta. 

With the recent inauguration of a 
Farm Planning Service, the Lacombe 
Station offers assistance to any far- 
mer interested jin bettering his 
farming practices. Besides recom- | 
mending suitable rotations and cul- 
tural methods, the Lacombe station, 
through this service, will supply in- 


formation concerning grass and 
legume mixtures to meet varied re- 
quirements, with instructions for 


seeding down. 

In order to ‘secure this service, 
all that is necessary is to write to 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, for -a questionnaire and 
blank plan which, when filled in and 
returned, will make it possible for 
the station to outline a rotation to 
meet your special conditons and 
needs.

Values In Higher Education 


Of what value is a University education? 

This is not a new question but it is one which is frequently raised and 
perhaps more so in the past few years than in any similar period in the past. | 

It is a question to which no hard and fast answer, unalterable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, can be given, It is one, however, which 
many parents, who have scrimped and sacrificed many of the pleasures, yes, 
and even the necessities of life to send one or more offspring to an expen- 
sive fount of wisdom, must have asked themselves and are still asking 


_ themselves, in the light of subsequent results. 


Theoretically, of course, there is only one answer to the question, In the 
‘educational cloisters there is strongly represented a school of thought which 
firmly adheres to the doctrine that no one can get too much education, that | 
.& University course cannot be otherwise than beneficial and that ho one can| 
possibly take the training which leads’to a sheepskin parchment without 
reaping lasting benefits, material, social and cultural, therefrom. 

On the other hand, ther¢¥is a growing body of. public opinion that is 
not prepared to subscribe in toto to this belief, while there are some who 
go even farther and assert emphaticaly that not only is a University educa- 
tion a waste of money, but that it is actually detrimental in the after- 
struggle to carve a niche for oneself in the world of business affairs. : 
«, -Ineluded, among the proponefits of the latter dogma are the parents) 
of boys and girls who have seen their offspring leave these halls of learn- | 
ing, presumably a finished prodtict, only to find there is no place for them | 
in the commercial ‘sphere, or in the alternative, one’ which does not measure 
up to the attainments of the applicant, while lads and lassies who stepped 
on the low rungs in office or store as public or high school neophytes are at 
Yeast making a living, even though a meagre one, and some of them moving 
up towards an executive's desk. ; 

But even after making allowance for what is presumably the tempor-

The present day tragedy of the unwanted varsity graduate is at east 
to some extent a corollary of the economic and agricultural depression 
and its aftermath. Where this is not the sole reason for their plight, other 
answers must be given to the question of the why. and the wherefore. 

As is so often the case in attempting to answer a general question, the 
truth is not to he found in the viewpoint of the extreme dogmatist at either 
pole. For few problems is there a “yes” or “no” solution. There are condi- 
tioNal clauses and individual factors for which provision must be made in 
answering almost any question of sweeping application. And it is so in 
this case. ; 

Setting aside for the moment the effect of temporary economic dis- 
abilities it can be said without fear of supportable contradiction that the 
value of a University education to youth depends on the ability and aptitude 
of the applicant for admittance, the avowed purposes of the institution 
itself, the fitness of its aims and the manner in which it discharges its obli- 
gations. 

In other words if a full harvest is to be borne, the student soll must 
be both receptive and productive and the institution must be ready and 
able to plan the right kind of viable seed in the right manner for that 
particular soil. 

In far too many cases one or other of these requisities is lacking. The 
student may be mediocre or lack capacity to take advantage of the facili- 
ties offered or, on the other hand, the institution may not be geared up to 
provide the particular type of training best suited to the requirements of the 
student. In other instances the student's aspirations are immature. He has 
no particular goal in sight and in such é¢ases waste of time and money are 
the inevitable result. 

Before deciding to make great sacrifices to their own detriment or to! 
the disadvantage of other members of the family to send a son or daughter 
to a university, parents would be well advised to make a careful and im- | 
partial analysis of the ability, the capacity and the aspirations of the would- 
be college graduate, and having done this to make sure that the institution | 
to which he or she is to be sent fulfils the requirements, lest disappointment | 
ensue.

“A serious drought again affected

benefited materially by higher prices, 
| but in the midst. of a broad recovery, 
| farm income has lagged behind. 
| “It is gratifying that the stocks 
|of grain in Canada are again of 
normal proportions. Nature is in a 
fair way to take the Government of 
Canada out of the grain business. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that she 
will not be drawn into it again. 


Industries 


“Prices for newsprint have shown 
| a slight increase during the past year 
and this, together with a heavier 
volume of sales, has brought en- 
couragement to the newsprint  in- 
dustry. 

“In the lumber industry there has 
| been a_ satisfactory volume of de- 
|mand from Great Britain ever since 
| the beginning of their building boom. 
| This demand has been maintained 
| during the past year and is the most 
important factor in the improvement 
| of conditions in lumbering. 

“The value of Canadian mineral 
; production ‘established a new high 


| record in 1936, amounting to approxi- 
; mately $350 million compared with 
| $312 million in 1935. The prospects 
| of the Canadian mining industry “are 
more favorable than at any time in 
the past. 

“Throughout the manufacturing’ in- 
dustries of Canada, volume of pro- 
duction has been above the level 
which prevailed in 1926 and in 
October reached the highest point re- 
corded since July 1929. 


Employment and Relief 


“At the moment manufacturing 
employment is close to normal. In 
mining, as a whole, the number em- 
;Ployed is greater than at any time 
in our history. In trade the volume 
of employment is not unsatisfactory: 
Under these circumstances, I cannot 
but feel that the time has come to 
examine with care our lists of those 
receiving unemployment relief. It is 
a notable fact that there has been no 
census of unemployment since 1931.

value of other currencies, made al- 
most unanimous this past year by 
the capitulation of the European gold 
bloc introduced a dynamic inflation- 
ary force into world economy. ft is 
encouraging to note that this poten- 
tiality seems to be understood by the 
monetary authorities in the United 
States and that they are taking 
defin‘te action. The world has not 
previously experienced a period when 
borrowing rates have been-so low for 
So long a time. If continued on this 
basis an unhealthy and artificial situ- 
ation will develop. Easy money is a 
powerful force; it operates somewhat 
slowly but to wait until it is evident 
that speculation is out of hand will 
be to create conditions which can be 
corrected only by depression. In 
Some quarters we are asked to be- 
lieve: that the increased government 
regulation of general economy may 
make it possible to continue low in- 
terest rates more or less indefinitely. 
I feel strongly that this view is not 
correct and ‘that the action now being 
taken is by no means premature. By 
use, if necessary, of the huge re- 
Serves already accumulated it will 
be possible to prevent any serious 
interfuption in recover}. It is surely 
better that we maintain the upward 
trend for a prolonged period and that 
recovery shall proceed in an orderly 
manner, with the minimum of en- 
couragement to irresponsible specu- 
lation. We must on no account allow 
recovery to degenerate into boom—- 
|the forerunner of depression. In:

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Hard To Prove Ownership 


‘Three Men Claimed Watch Found 
In Stomach Of Turtle 

Gold watches are often found in 
peculiar places but finding one in the 
stomach of a turtle is apt to bring 
an. unusual ending—even a lawsuit— 
as three Nova Scotians discovered. 

Fishing in the Gaspereaux lake 
near Kentville on a bright summer 
day in 1908, a coach driver by the 
name of John Murphy caught a 41- 
inch turtle. Proud of the catch, the 
coachman took it home for a pet. 
Four months later the little animal 
took very sick at the stomach, so 
Mr. Murphy decided to get rid of 
it. He sold it to James Rooney, then 
proprietor of «the station restaurant 
at Kentville for $2.75. 

A few months later, Rooney decided 
it would be a good specimen to add 
to ‘his mounted collection, so he sent 
it to a Halifax taxidermist to kill 
and mount. 

When the Halifax man opened up 
the snapper, he found to his amaze- 
ment, a glittering gold watch, almost

Says Canadians Are Slipping In Use 
Of Good English — 

C. Egerton Lowe, international ex- 
aminer of the Trinity College of 
Music, London, England, says Cana- 
dians are slipping as far as the Eng- 
lish language is concerned.

There is said to be very little 
likelihood that Premier Aberhart 
will go to London in May to attend 
the coronation of King George VI, 
although it is being rumored that 
other provinces will or are likely to 
send delegations.

It is recognized and not 
denied, however, that further steps 
to ensure the establishment of the 
government’s policies with regard to 
economic reform will be a feature 
of the measures to come before the 
members. The outstanding rumor is 
that some compulsory features are 
‘being given consideration in con- 
nection with the necessity of pro- 
viding a means of circulating basic 
dividends before. they can. be be 
issued, Government supporters state 
it will be foolish to issue dividends 
until there is some provision for 
their being accepted as a medium 
of exchange for goods purchased.‘
